The Chairman, after a short consultation, said the 
bench were of opinion on the facts of the case that the 
conviction should be affirmed. The assault was committed 
on the constable, and under the circumstances they 
thought one month and one day was not too much, and 
they were not inclined to alter it. 

Several points of law were raised as to the juris liction 
of the magistrates, which his worship reserved. 

Mr. Grtffin said the magistrates originally only sen- 
tenced the prisoner to fourteen days’ imprisonment, and 
that the term of imprisonment was raised to allow them 
the right of appeal.

Lally v. Donelly. 

The appellant in this case, who attends the monks’ 
school, was convicted by the magistrates for assaulting 
Mrs. Donelly, the wife of a Scripture-reader, by throw- 
ing stones at her, on the 11th of August last. 
Mrs. Margaret Donelly, examined by Mr. Buchanan, 
deposed :---[ reside in Newtown, Port Royal. 1 remem- 
ber the 11th of August. I was going home from Cappa- 
duff that day past the monastery. 1 saw four persons 
dressed in black, whom I thought were monks. I saw 
boys coming from the direction of the school. There is 
a bank over the road at the school. When I was passing 
[ heard a clapping of hands, and immediately stenes were 
thrown. One of them cut my bonnet and cap, and an- 
other cut my head. [I ran off, and they followed, 
pelting me. y husbaad was with me, and he turned 
round and begged of them not to kill me. They still ran 
after me, pelting me. I meta girl on the road,and she spoke 
to the boys, and some ofthem wentaway. The others fol- 
lowed me pelting her. I afterwards attempted to get 
into a house, but could not, as the door was shut. e 
woman of the hose was in the garden, and she came 
out and said to the boys she knew them and that they 
should stop. The boys then went away. I was very 
much cut and weak from loss of blood. My husband 
brought me back to the monastery leaning on his arm, 
but we would not be let in to identify the boys. I saw 
Lally running across the field, and I said to a policeman 
who was brought by my husband—“ There is one of the 
boys.” Lally was then arrested, and when questioned 
he said his name was Walsh. He acknowledged that he 
threw four stones, but that none of them #track her. I 
was not speaking to the boy’, or interfering with them, 
but quietly walking along the road. 

To the Court—I am quite satisfied he is one of the 
boys who followed me. 

he witness was cross-examined as to the identity of 

Lally, but her testimony was not shaken. 

Bartholomew Donnelly was next examined. He said 
he was husband to the former witness. ()n the day in 
questi on, when we came directly opposite the monastery, 
the boys pelted stones at us. Some struck me, and some 
struck my wife. One in particular struck my wife in 
the head and cuther. We walked on, but did not go 
far until she got a sever> cut on the head, from which 
the blood flowed profusely. I had to turn and run back- 
wards to avoid the stones. She did not do so, and she 
suffered very severely. I saw the boys standing in a 
line over the road as we were passing. I saw the ap- 
pellant throwing stones, bat I would not swear any of 
them struck my wife.

Mr. Kelly also alluded to the gratifying 
change which was visible in the appearance of 
the wives aud children of those who had be- 
come thoroughly temperate. 

Mr. North next addressed the meeting,” and al- 
luded to the good which had been effected by 
Mr. Gough’s lectures. By means of them no less 
than 60 persons had signed the temperance de- 
claration already. Another goed which would be ef- 


would be the more extensive propagation of the 
Gospel—for he was firmly persuaded that the failures 
of the missionaries, which they all so much deplored, 
were principally to be attributed to the prevalence 
of intemperance among those to whom they preached. 
Mr. North also combated the idea that ardent 
spirits were useful in any way, except as medicine, and, 
even as such, it was admitted by the best authorities 
that they should be administered with great caution. i 
Mr. Craig also gave his experience of the evils of 
intemperance, and inculca the necessity of the 
ladies lending their powerful assistance te the move- 
ment. Nothing had such influence upon men as the 
soft, sympathising words of women, and if it were an 
incontrovertible fact that they could induce men to 
drink, who could doubt but that their influence might 
be exercised so as to prevent them drinking? 

Mr. Cronhelm, solicitor, next made some general, 

but very pertinent, remarks upon the subject, and es- 
pecially in relation to the influence which the present 
habits of society had in promoting intemperance. He 
alluded to some persons who, of his own knowledge, 
had become intemperate, and ended their lives in the 
most wretched manner, from the so-called hospitality 
of their friends. 
The meeting was brought to a close by some obser- 
vations from the chairman, who, in a very unpre- 
tending, but telling manner, recited the incidents of 
his early life, the advantages which he experienced 
from temperance, and inculcated the important fact 
that the best education, even when accompanied with 
competence and the kind co-operation of friends, would 
not ensure a man’s success in life, unless he was at 
the same time temperate.

(from the Observer.) 

The Conferences of Zurich have brought forth an in- 
stciment of their work—and a very sorry instalment it 
is. ‘Lhe Plenipotentiaries of France and of Austria have 
agreed to terms of a separate treaty between these two 
Vowers-—-and that is all, The actual text of this treaty 
fas hot reached England as yet, and it will, probably, 
not be communicated to the British Government until it 
is ratified, and completed by the two treaties that are 
said to be in a state of forwardness between France and 
Sardinia, and between the three Powers conjointly, the 
principals in the late war. But a resume has been pub- 
lished here, and is no more than is communicated 
nhroad, From this it appears that the terms of the 
peace are no more than the convention of Villa- 
franca over again. ‘There is the cession of a portion 
of Lombardy to France, and the transference of this 
portion from France to Piedmont, a gift that is coupled 
with a responsibility on the part of Piedmont to a debt 
of €10,000,000 sterling. This sum is not exorbitant, 
Co sidering the great wealth of Lombardy, and could 
custly be borne if there were no other objectionable pro- 
‘sions to be considered. The inhabitants of the united 
kingdoms of Victor Emmanuel would cheerfully pay this 
eet, which they never incurred, if their empire of 
i pper Italy were fairly consolidated and secured. But 
everything is left open and uncertain, whether by the 
hurried blundering of Villafranca, or, as is most likely 
by the tardy designs of Zurich. Austria retains Mantua, 
Peschiera, and other positions of Lombardy command- 
ing Central Italy. If she kept this frontier line for a 
fair defence against any future attack from the west 
there would be less cause of complaint; but it is too ob- 
vious that she contemplates the continued possession of 
these garrisons as a constant menace to Italy. This is 
mate more obvious by the stipulation that is still re- 
tained for the establishment of an Italian confederation 
with the Pope at its head. We can only repeat that 
we have no faith ina confederation where the Pope 
+ ould be the supreme head, and the Emperor of Austria 
the controlling member. If Austria were to enter fairly 
and on equal terms, in right of Venetia, and with no 
more armed contingent than would fairly belong to that 
small state, well and good, But if Austria is to be at 
liberty to overawe the confederated Italians with the 
whole of her vast military power, then we can only say

gloated over the reverses sustained by the infidels; they 
were avowedly foremost in the nameless indignities 
which were inflicted upon the fugitives wherever they 
could be with impunity; the slumbering 
flames of religious hate were once more rekindled. Re- 
gardiless of the fact that the Ruler of the Faithful 
owed his very throne to the hands of the Giaour, all 
feelings of gratitude were cast to the winds, and the 
most vindictive creed which the world has yet seen stood 
out again in all its naked deformity. Vain as any at- 
tempt must necessarily prove to resuscitate the dying 
embers of a religion which has long wanted all the 
essentfal elements of vitality, it will nevertheless as- 
suredly be made. In Hindostan the green flag of the 
Prophet was repeatedly unfurled. It was to the old 
Moslem war-cry of “ Deen! deen!” that the most dan- 
gerous, because the most reckless, of our opponents in- 
variably rallied. In the name of the faith their 
wretched victims were still more recently done to death 
upon the shores of the Red Sea. The American mis- 
sionaries at Jaffa, who fell with their families into the 
hands of some of the most brutal fiends that the 
world ever saw, were avowedly marked out for out- 
rage on the greund of their religion. In Africa, at 
the present moment, a quarrel which has arisen 
from attempts to put down undisguised piracy has been 
instantaneously invested with all the sanctities of a reli- 
gious struggle. From east to west, from the barren 
sands of Mauritania to the fertile plains of Hindostan, 
the same traces of excitement are visible, the same dogged 
determination on the part of the Moslem to reassert 
their ancient supremacy or to perish in the attempt. Like 
the last expiring effort of some mighty conflagration, the 
flaine rises highest and roars loudest when it is about to 
be quenched for ever. To the inexperienced eye the 
danger seems greateg than ever ; it is only the practised 
observer who can discover that the last outbursts of the 
devouring element are but a token of its coming decay. 

The most extraordinary symptoms of the whole move- 
ment have been reserved for the head-quarters of the 
faith, Constantinople. As the tangled skeins of the 
thread gradually unwind themselves, we stand aghast at 
the extent and completeness of the plot which was so 
nearly ripe for execution. “Two hours alone saved the 
Sultan himself and his adherents from assassination. 
It would appear that for some time past a 
growing jealousy of innovations had _ existed 
among what is called the -Old Turkish party. 
The “successor of the prophet had, in fact, ap- 
peared in the uncongenial character ef a Reformer. 
He had conceded to infidels the rights incidental toa 
bare existence, and was even guilty of having placed 
themin some respects upon an equal footing with the 
faithful. Of course such backsliding was not to be to- 
lerated for aninstant. The conspirators numbered in 
their ranks morethan one officer of high station, and a 
very large proportion of subalterns, chiefly among 
those who were attached to theartillery. Doctors of 
the law were plentiful among them, including some men 
possessed of considerable influence with the fanatical 
population ofthecapital. They had fifteen thousand 
troops at their immediate disposal, and the number 
could have been doubled in threc days. The enormous 
purchases of arms of every description by the richer 
classes, which had oflate more than once excited the 
anxiety of the Government and the consular authorities, 
are now sufficiently accounted for. Every ‘Turk in 
Constantinople had been provided with weapons, 
and the success of the first attempt would have been a 
signal for the rise of the population en masse. The de- 


Í position of the Sultan himself, to be followed by the dis- 


missal of his whole Cabinet and his own voluntary ab- 
dication, were to have been the first demands. The 
repeal of the Hatti Humaioun, and the destruction of 
those frail barriers which place a limit upon the luxury 
of persecution were the next stage. Every measure 
which has lately been conceded to the representations of 
those to whom the Turkish empire is indebted for its 
very existence, would shortly have shared the same fate. 
The army and Government employes were to have been 
conciliated by the liquidation of their arrears of pay and 
salary, and the return to the worst days of fanatacism 
and intolerance.would ere long have been a fait accompii. 
The accidental discovery of a clue by an active commis- 
sary of police alone prevented the success of the pro- 
posed attempt. A cold-blooded massacre was at once 
to have silenced for ever the doubts of the scrupulous, 
and to have confirmed the faith of the wavering. 
Tne Sultan’s brother would have assumed the 
reins of government, under the superintendence of those 
to whom he owed his perilous elevation. A few hours 
would have sufficed to clear away all traces of the con- 
flict, and all would again have settled down as if Abdul 
Medschid and his reforming tendencies had never profaned 
the throne of his ancestors. Upon the consequences of 
such a consummation it is happily now unnecessary to 
speculate. Wemay conceive the ill-concealed delight 
with which Russia would have received the intelligence 
of this fresh symptom of a break-up in the system of her 
Turkish patient. Pretexts for intervention would not 
long have been wanting, and in the existing state of re- 
lations between the great Powers would probably have 
given rise toa European war. But for considerations 
of this kind men like those who form the staple of 
Turkish conspirators care absolutely nothing. Possessed 
of the Oriental belief in destiny, they see unmoved the 
success or failure of their enterprises ; while a calcula- 
tion of the probable results never enters into their heads. 
Present gain, whether it be of place, power, or wealth, 
has its attractions for them, but Metternich 
himself was not more indifferent to the deluge 
which must follow such proceedings. The worst fruit 
of such recklessness is the danger which menaces 
others from the wilful and systematic disregard of con- 
sequences which is characteristic ef Eastern con- 
spiracies. From foreign interference the Sultan may be 
protected by his allies ; but who isto repair the breaches 
ofa house that is divided against itself? We see on 
the one side a faction who will stick at no obstacles to 
secure their own ends ; ow the other a dynasty already 
tottering to its full, an overburdened exchequer, an ex- 
travagant and luxurieus Court. Whatever vigour still 
attaches to Turkey concentrates itself in religious 
bigotry, while sluggishness and inactivity are the dis- 
tinguishing characteristics of those who are regarded 
as the advocates of a more enlightentd policy. ‘That 
any serious revival of the Mahometan power can take 
place in the latter half of the nineteenth cen tury we 
do not for a monent believe. But in the face ot what 
has already happened it is clear that we must be 
prepared against outbreaks of a fanaticism which 
is rendered cruel and relentless by its very hopelessness 
of success. 


A Frenca 4Nb ENGLISH Coiiision.—It may be re- 
membered that in September, 1857, the French 
steamer the Albert and the English steamer Chanticleer 
came into violent collision at the entrance of the port of 
Copenhagen, and that the former went down, the crew 
and passengers escaping with difficulty. A French- 

man named Cremer had on board the Albert ten cases 
of costly furniture, in mosaic and marguetry, and they 
were not got up from the wreck until four weeks after 

when it turned out that the furniture was reatly dama- 

ged by the sea water ; in fact, thatit could only be sold 
for 2,000f., though worth 125,000f. On Wednesday he 
bronght an action against the proprietors of the two ves- 
sels befere the Tribunal of Commerce, to obtain pay- 
IE sea mo cl mp! his loss, on the ground that it was 
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those who are expected to take a leading part in the after-

CONSERVATIVE DEMONSTRATION IN ESSEX. 

Suppurr, Saturpay.—The annual meeting of the 
Hinckford Conservative and Agricultural Club was held 
last evening at Castle Hedingham, near this town. The 
muster of the members was considerable, and there were 
no less than five local M.P.’s present---viz., Mr. Perry 
Watlington, who presided ; Mr. Charles Du Cane, the 
Right Hon. W. Beresford, Mr. T. J. Miller, and Mr. P. 
O. Papillon. There were also mustered about the chair- 
man Mr. Ashurst Majendie, Sir W. Bowyer Smith, late 
M.P. for South Essex ; Major Du Cane, the Rev. J. Cox, 
and several of the local clergy. 


DUNMANWAY UNION, COUNTY CORK. 

A deputation from the Board of Guardians of the 
above union waited by appointment, on Friday last, upon 
Mr. Cardwell, Chief Secretary, to protest against the 
recent proceedings of the Poor Law Commissioners, 
in reference to their dismissal of the medical officer of 
the workhouse, and their threat to take legal proceed- 
ings for the payment of a. medical gentleman sent by 
them in his place. The deputation, consisting of Daniel 
Connor, Esq., Chairman of the Board); and Robert Long- 
field, Esq., M.P., was accompanied by the President of 
the College of Surgeons, Dr. Mackesy, the President of 
the Irish Medical Asscciation; Dr. Benson, Dr. Wil- 
liams, Dr. Whistler, Chairman of the Couacil; and Dr. 
Quinan, the Secretary of the Irish Medical Association, 
on behalf of Dr. Wall, the medical officer. 

Mr. Connor fully and clearly stated the following facts 
to Mr. Cardwell :--That on the 12th Jan, last applica- 
tion was made to the Dunmanway Board of Guardians 
to admit Jeremiah M‘Carthy, who had, while intoxicated, 
fractured his leg the evening before, and an order for his 
admission was granted. His friends, however, spoke 
of removing him to Cork, but Mr. Connor, in the pre- 
sence of Dr. Wall, cautioned them, and pointed out the 
great danger of such a proceeding, to which they paid 
no attention. He was admitted, and was immediately 
seen by Dr. Wall, who suggested amputation as the 
only chance of life, which was peremptorily refused; that 
he was again visited the next morning by Dr. Wall, 
and again between one and two o’clock on the same day, 
and the friends still insisting on his removal, Dr. Wall 
was induced (to save them the trouble of going five 
miles to Mr. Connor’s house), to give them a letter for 
his admission into the Cork Infirmary; the man was 
not removed, but died that night in the workhouse. A 
coroner’s inquest was held on the body seven miles from 
the workhouse, without the officers of the house having 
been summoned; and, on the verdict and the procee:- 
ing being brought before the grand jury of the county 
of Cork, the inquest was considered so irregular that no 
payment was given to the coroner or medical witness. 
An inquiry was then held by the Loor Law Inspector, at 
which neither the porter of the workhouse nor 
the relatives of the deceased were examined, and 
Dr. Wall was called on to resign, which he did; but, 
from the high opinion entertained of him in the 
district, he was re-elected. The Poor Law Commis- 
sioners did not confirm this re-election, and subse- 
quently issued a sealed order for his dismissal, and sent 
down a medical gentleman at one guinea per diem and 
his travelling expenses to take charge of the hospital. 
The Dunmanway guardians used every exertion to get 
a medical officer, but from the strong feeling in the me- 
dical profession of the hardship with which Dr. Wall 
was treated no one would offer, and it is considered a 
great grievance that the union should be obliged to pay 
a large sum under such circumstances. They have been 
threatened with law proceedings, and have written to 
the commissioners that they are ready to pay all just 
claims, and request that they will explain in what man- 
ner the board had neglected to appoint a medical officer, 
to which reasonable request no answer has been returned. 


Doctor Mackesy, as President of the Medical Associa- 
tion of Ireland, on behalf of the profession throughout 
the country, who have taken such a deep interest in this 
case, pointed out the great defect in the poor law inquiry 
relative to the death of Jeremiah M'Carthy. The evi- 


telatives of the deceased not having been taken; and in 
consequence Dr. Wall's statement—* That he had, on 
his admission, pointed out to the deceased that amputa- 
tion afforded the only chance of recovery, and that 
it would not be admitted of,’ was ignored by the inspec- 
tor, and the negative evidence of the matron admitted. 
The porter would fully have established Dr. Wall's 
statement, had he been called on. On this point there 
should be a reconsideration of the case to remove 
the stigma from Dr. Wall’s moral character. The in- 
quiry was also defective in not giving any of the symp- 
toms on admission, and, as in such cases, the period for 
primary amputation is much shorter (the man having 
been intoxicated), there is little doubt but that the case 
was all but hopeless on admission, and: that the opera- 
tion would only have hastened the fatal termination, 
and had the operation been insisted upon would have 
subjected Dr. Wall to great blame, and, in Mr. Connor's 
opinion, to personal violence from the friends. Under 
such circumstances, it was a great hardship, for an 
error which men of greater experience might have fal- 
len into, that Dr. Wall, after a service of five years 
without a single complaint, should not only be called 
on to resign, but, subsequently, because he had gained 
the confidence of the Board of Guardians and the 
people of the district and had been re-elected, that he 
should havea sealed order issued against him. Dr. 
Mackesy, therefore, hoped that throagh Mr. Cardwell’s 
kind interferepce, the Poor Law ners may be 
induced not only to reconsider the case, but also to with- 
draw their sealed order, so that Dr. Wall may be eligible 
to obtain professional employment under the poor laws, 
which the prior dicharge of his professional duties, and 
his humanity in his attendance on the sick poor, so 
justly entitle him to. Mr. Cardwell, having heard the 
above statements with the greatest attention, stated 
that he would confer with the Poor Law Commissioners 
on the subject, and that Mr. Connor should be informed 
of the result. The deputation then withdrew. 


DUBLIN UNIVERSITY ZOOLOGICAL AND 
BOTANICAL ASSOCIATION. 
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number four have resigned either owing to their leaving 
the country on military service, or for the of 
devoting themselves more closely to their collegiate 
studies. “The total loss to the association from all causes 
has been seven, while the gain has been-—of ordinary 
members 31; associate members, 7 ; corresponding, 6 ; 
total gain, 34 ; deducting loss, leaves a clear gain of 27 
members during the session. Of the ordinary members 
lost by resignation three were under A.M. standing, and 
two above it ; of those gained eighteen were above A.M. 
standing, and three below it, leaving an addition to the 
income of the association of £16 per annum. Your 
council trust that an equal increase will be made in the 
course of the present session, and that the members 
generally will exert themselves to augment 
their ranks. Yourcouncil wish to mention that the Bo- 
tanical Committee reported to them that very good pro- 
gress had been made in the compilation of a ' Flora of 
Dublin.’ This most desirable object your council would 
be most anxious to see accomplished, and trust that a 
large addition of new members may enable the incoming 
council to authorise the Botanical Committee, at the 
close of another year, to commence the printing in our 
proceedings of the long-wished for ‘ Flora Dublinensis.’ 
Through the kindness of Sir Robert Kane, F.R.S., the 
Botanical Committee have also had access to the botani- 
cal collections made under the Ordnance Survey in the 
counties of Antrim, Down, and Londonderry. These 
they propose to examine and collate during the present 
session, and it is hoped will be thus enabled to draw up 
a MS. catalogue of the plants of these counties, which, at 


some future time, can be published by the association. 


Before leaving the subject, your- council have plea- 
sure in stating that they trust their successors 
will be able (without incurring any serious 
expense) to present to the members in_ the 
course of the session a new edition of the ‘Flora 
of Cork ;’ and trust that they will by these publications 
prove that, while promoting to the best of their pewer 
the progress of foreign zoology and botany, they still will 
find both time and means to elucidate the fauna and flora 
of their own island. Yeur council formed two excur- 
sions of the members during the past summer—the first 
to Lough Bray and the Powerscourt demesne. Kind 
permission to thoroughly explore the botanical treasures 
of this latter place was courteously granted by the Right 
Hon. Viscount Powerscourt, through his agents, Messrs. 
Stewart and Kincaid. This excursion was accompanied 
by twenty-one members and their friends. The second 
was by rail to Malahide, and then by special steamer to 
Lambay Island. ‘This excursion was attended by twenty- 
four members and visitors ; and your council venture to 
congratulate the association on the success of these 
pleasant reunions, when, though owing to the 
lateness of the season many of the members 
were out of town, yet the loss which fell on the general 
funds of the association was only 10s. One of the last acts 
of your council has been to inaugurate a movement 
for presenting an address, accompanied by a testimonial, 
to our distinguished fellow-member, Captain M‘Clintock, 
R.N. This will be matter for the incoming council to 
refer to ; but your council would briefly mentivn that 
up to the present the project has advanced most cheer- 
ingly, and they teel confident will be fully worthy of the 
members. Your council had also the satisfaction to for- 
ward toher Majesty’s Government, in the course of last 
spring, and in conjunction with the Royal and Linnwan 
Societies in London, a very strong recommendation that 
her Majesty’s Government would see fit to grant a pen- 
sion from the Literary Fund to assist a most distin- 
guished English corgesponding member, whose fortune 
had been unexpectedly lost in the failure of the New- 
castle Bank. Your council have to report the resigna- 
tion of the treasurership by the Rev. Thaddeus 
O’Mahony, who has held this honorary post since the 
formation of the association in 1852, important pr ofes- 
sional engagements taking up so much of his time as to 
hinder him paying attention tothe rather onerous duties 
of the place. They recommend the Rev, Eugene O'Meara, 
A.M., tothe vacant post. Your council regret that by the 
heavy expenseincurred inillustrating Parts Il. and III. 
of the journal they have been obliged to spend the whwle 
of the reserve fund, which had accumulated from the 
payment of life compositions. Until they are enabled 
to pay this sum, the council feel that they will have to 
use great discretion in the future illustrating of the 
journal. In conclusion, your council would congratu- 
late the association on the prospect of many valuable 
papers for the present session, and confidently trusting that 
the members will exert themselves to render their asso- 
ciation worthy of their University, resign their office 
into the members’ hands.” 

J. Beete Jukes, A.M., F.R.S., moved, and Dr. R. 
M‘Donnell seconded, the adoption of the report.

MUNICIPAL REVISION COURT. 

The Right Hon. the Lord Mayor, with his assessors, 
Messrs Hyndman and Coffey, resumed the revision of 
the burgess roll, yesterday, in the City Assembly House, 
W illiam-street. 

The only question of interest which arose, was brought 
before the court by the Conservative agents. Owen 
Cummins,it appeared,is what is called “ Objector-Gene- 
ral” for the Liberals ; and in September last he signed 
a number of objections to the names of parties residing 
in the Mountjoy and Trinity Wards. The Conservative 
agents sought to set aside these objections, on the 
grounds that the objector, who was not himself a bur- 
gess in either ofthe wards, and who was confessedly 
paid for this particular service, had no knowledge of 
the contents of the papers he signed; that he was, in 
fact, a mere instrument in the hands of his employers. 

Messra. Purcell and Norwood appeared as counsel for 
the Conservatives, and Mr. Armstrong, Q.C., for the 
Liberal party. Counsel on both sides having concluded 
their arguments, 

Mr. Hyndmanp briefly stated the facts of the case. He 
said the case came before the court on a question raised 
as to the bona fide signing of certain notices of objec- 
tion. It appeared from the evidence of Owen Cummins, 
the objector, that the notices were duly filled before 
he signed them. It also came out ín evidence 
that he was paid fur signing them, and 
he was not a burgess of the particular wards 
in which he sought to disfranchise the parties to whom 
he objected. He was, however, a burgess in another 
ward, and acted in connection with what bad been termed 
the Liberal Club. It might, in his opinion, be fairly as- 
sumed that he received from this source satisfactory in- 


conferred the right on any burgess to object to the name 
of any party on the Town Clerk’s list. This power 
might lead to incenvenience and abuse ;

A Benxerit Society Secretary ABSCONDED WITH 
£1,400.—A man named James Charles Lockett has re- 
cently abscended from Manchester ; and there is too 
good reason to-conclude that he has embezzled about 
£1,400 belonging to the Bricklayers’ Sick and Burial 
Society. Lockett is believed to have left Manchester on 
the 10th ultimo ; but circumstances prevented suspicion 
arising for a fortnight after that time, and it was only 
on Thursday that the knowledge of his flight was made 
known to the police. It seems that Lockett, who is de- 
scribed in Slater’s Directory as “a surveyor,” carrying 
on business in Charles-street, Byrom-street, had been 
for several years secretary to the Bricklayers’ Sick and 
Burial Society, which had its head offices in Manchester, 
with branches in several other towns. Shortly 
before the 10th ultimo, he applied to the 
managing committee for ten days’ leave of 
absence; and, this being granted, he started on what 
Was supposed to be a pleasure trip. But he did not re- 
turn at the time fixed, and for some few days no impor- 
tance was attached to his absence. When he had been 
over due nearly a fortnight, some of the officers of the 
society were deputed to go to the bank in Manchester in 
which the funds were deposited, and where the bank 
book had been left. It was then ascertained that a de- 
posit note for a considerable sum, which should have 
been lodged in the bank shortly before the 10th ult. by 
the prisoner, was not in the parcel with the book, as it 
was expected to have been ; and inquiries proved that 
rather more than £400 was missing of the fands supposed 
to have been safe in Manchester. A still heavier loss, 
subsequently discovered, scems to have arisen thus :— 
A few months ago, Lockett, who was very much trusted, 
had £1,000 of the funds of the society handed to 
him for investment in consols. He no doubt did effect 
the investment in his own name, in trust, as he was per- 
mitted to do; but it is now known that the amount has 
since been “ sold out,” although the date of sale has not 
transpired. But there is no doubt that Lockett has 
mulcted the too-confiding society of £1,400 of its hardly- 
gathered savings, intended for the relief of its members 
in sickness or the assistance of relatives in cases of death. 
A reward of £50 for the apprehension and conviction of 
Lockett has been offered, together with five per cent. 
upon all money recovered within six months. Lockett 
is thus described:~-“ About 45 years of age, five feet 
five inches high, stout make, round full face, swarthy 
complex ion, prominent nose, dark brown hair and 
whiskers; generally wears a moustache, and is of re- 
sacar pearance. Hada massive Australian gold
